Tom Baker resides on one of the 
oldest homes sites in Columbus. “The 
house I live in happens to be the third 
house that has been on this site,” he 
said. “At one time there was a log 
cabin here. 

“There was a sinkhole here and 
instead of just filling it in, I had 
someone move the dirt, and I have 
been sifting through it ever since,” 
Baker said last Friday. “I have 
found lots of pieces that look pretty 
important to me.” 

One of those items is a very old 
button that contains a lot of interesting 
symbols on it. Baker’s daughter 
Meredith suggests that the symbols 
might have something to do with the 
Knight of Honor and Old Columbus, 
but she isn’t sure. The two of them 
would be interested to know if anyone 
has information about this button. (See 
button on page 2.) 

Baker has also found other items, 
too, including two silver spoon 
handles. “I traced them back to F.T. 
Taylor, Jan. 17,1866, and possibly

a daughter, Martha C. 
Trevathan,” he noted. 

Baker’s hobby of searching 
for items on the ground didn’t 
begin when he moved to his 
home site on Cosby Road. “I 
started looking at the ground 
way back when, with my friend 
Dennis Walker,” explained 
Baker. “I would walk to 
his house when I lived near 
Oakton, and we would go 
out relic hunting early in the 
morning, digging up stuff along 
the river.” 

His sister Lula Belle Puckett 
remembers when he was 
young, he would come home 
with rocks in his pockets. 

“They were constantly finding 
rocks all the time,” he said. 
“One item that I put in my 
pocket but lost was a rock that 
looked like a small leaf. It 
pains me to this day that I lost 
it before I got home.” 

With Columbus-Belmont 
State Park as his playground, 
Baker found a lot of items 
there, too. Many were old 
coins, rocks, arrows, and so 
much more. “I remember going 
to the park all my life,” he 
said. “My wife Barbara’s dad, 
Edward Boyd, was the park 
superintendent.” Baker and his 
late wife were married in the 
Columbus Baptist Church in 
1977. 

Another connection to 
Columbus Park for Baker 
was his mother. “My mother 
was born across the river in 
Belmont,” he said. “Her dad’s 
farm was part of the land where 
the skirmish, the Battle of 
Belmont, took place.” 

Baker believes that you could 
probably still find cannon balls 
on the land and noted that his 
cousins have indeed picked up 
cannon balls on the farm and 
donated them to Columbus- 
Belmont State Park. 

Baker found a cannon ball, a 
bayonet, and some other Civil 
War items that are now housed 
in the park museum. “I plan on 
donating some additional relics 
to the park,” he said. 

Another hobby of Baker’s is 
carving wood. During his time 
spent working on the river for 
Mays Towing Company, he 
turned cedar and white ash into 
chess pieces. He has a beautiful 
gaming table that houses those

pieces, modeled after figurines 
you would find in National 
Geographic Magazine. 

The chess pieces and table 
are just some of the prized 
possessions Baker has in his 
home. There are so many 
historical pieces he has found, 
just by looking down with 
purpose. 

He is happy to have all 
these treasures, but there 
is one coin from 1842, Old 
Columbus, which really seems 
to have touched Baker. “There 
is history there,” he said. “I 
believe it somehow found its 
way here following the war of 
1849.” 

Other favorite pieces are 
coins that have small holes 
drilled in them. “The soldiers 


would drill the holes in them 
during the Civil War and 
put them on strings so they 
wouldn’t lose them,” explained 
Baker. “But they lost some of 
them anyway.” 

Hours could be spent looking 
at all the wonderful historical 
pieces Baker has at his home. 
Lately, many friends have 
been stopping by to spend a 
little time with a man who has 
touched the lives of many. 

Just the other day some of 
his fellow Hickman Countians 
came by to cut his eight-acre 
yard, their way of giving 
back to a man who has given 
so much of himself to the 
Columbus community.

Federal government offers 
student loan forgiveness 


The federal government 
may forgive all or part of your 
student loans if you meet certain 
requirements. The forgiveness 
options for federal student loans, 
according to the Kentucky 
Higher Education Assistance 
Authority (KHEAA), include: 

• Teacher loan forgiveness. 
To qualify, you must teach at 
least five full years in a low- 
income school in an eligible 
district. Depending on your field, 
you may have up to $17,500 in 
student loans forgiven. 

• Public service loan 
forgiveness. You must work 
full time in a public service 
job and make 120 monthly 
payments to qualify. You also 
have to be working in public 
service when you make the 120 
payments and when you apply 
for loan forgiveness. All of your 
remaining loan balance may be 
forgiven. 

• Nursing loan forgiveness. You 
must be at least a registered nurse 
and agree to work two years in a 


critical shortage facility at least 
32 hours per week. If you fulfill 
your agreement, 60 percent 
of your loan balance will be 
forgiven. Another 25 percent 
will be forgiven if you work a 
third year.

Written comments regarding the proposed rate may be submitted to the 
Public Service Commission by mail or through the Public Service Commission’s Web site. 

Water Service Corporation of Kentucky has also proposed additions to its tariff to include a 
Distribution System Infrastructure Charge Rider that would be applied to rates for infrastructure 
replacement investments. This rider charge would be calculated annually based on actual replace¬ 
ment costs, and applied to each customer’s monthly bill. The rider charge would then be updated 
annually until the next rate case, at which time the investment costs would be incorporated into 
rates and the rider charge reset at zero. 

Water Service Corporation of Kentucky has also proposed additions to its tariff to include a 
Purchased Power and Chemical Charge Rider that would be applied to rates to establish a base cost 
per thousand gallons for purchased power and chemical costs. The rider charge would then be 
calculated annually as a percentage to include increases or decreases in base purchased power and 
chemical costs per thousand gallons.
